July 19 (AP)—A 
high Western source said to- 
night a cease-fire agreement on 
the Indochina war is almost cer- 
tain to be reached before French 
Premier Mendes-France’s dead- 
line of Tuesday midnight. 

This source, who declined to 
be identified by name but who 
is well informed on the course 
of the negotiations, 
some details remain to be ironéd 
out and that the peace drive 
could “hit a snag.” But it was 
obvious this was not expected. 

The informant said it is un- 
likely .that a peace agreement 
will be signed before tomorrow.

It doesn’t pay to freeze veg- 
etables without first blanching— 
or scalding——them. Vegetables 


that have been blanched and 
frozen will ely resemble the 
fresh products appearance, 


texture, flavor and food value. 
Unblan frozen vegetables 
develop off flavors, and may dis- 
color or toughen. In a few 
months time unblanched frozen 
vegetables are apt to be almost 
inedible. 

The reason for blanching the 
vegetable before freezing is to 
slow down or stop the action of 
enzymes that cause food to lose 
flavor and cler and to spoil.

|HOME FREEZER CANNOT 
Ferse STALE BREAD 


There has been some discus- 
sion as to whether or not stale 
bread, when stored in a home 
freezer, becomes fresh again. 

The laboratories of the Amer- 
loan Institute of Baking have 
| conducted tests to determine 

| whether or not this is true. The 
experimental results confirm 
| previous experiments which show 
| that when fresh bread is stored 
iin a freezer at about 0 degrees 
F. it remains fresh. The results 
also show that freezing stale 
| bread does not restore fresh- 
ness. In general, then, bread 
which is stored in a freezer will 
be as fresh or as stale when it 
is removed as it was when placed 
in the freezer. 

Because of bread’s bulk and

storage is not warranted. How- 
ever, most household freezers 
are not too full to make impos- 
sible the storage of a week's 
supply of bread, 
Frozen bread may be toasted

United States gift aid and 

loans declined by about one- 
half in these years, excluding 
military aid. At the same time 
earnings of foreign nations here 
were so much greater that they 
were able to recoup the seven 
billion dollars in gold and dollar 
reserves they used up in the 
first four years after World War 
II and to add $750,000,000 to 
these reserves. 
The balance of payment posi- 
tion of foreign nations in trans- 
actions with the United States, 
the Commerce Department said, 
was thus better from 1950 
through 1953 than at any other 
time between 1919 and 1939. 
Meanwhile, the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers as- 
serted it would be good for the 
United States if its citizens did 
more traveling abroad.

VENTURA, Calif., July 19 
(UP)-—Six men on a “por man’s 
Kon-Tiki” expedition, more pre- 
occupied with fun than direc- 
tion, bobbed in the open sea to- 
day on a raft made of 100 Inner- 
tubes, 

More than 1000 persons 
cheered yesterday as the raft, 
dubbed the “rubber bomb 
Sneaky, the poor man’s Kon- 
Tiki,” drifted out to sea on a 
voyage for Catalina island, some 
70 miles away. 

The skipper, Johnny Strobel, 
said they hoped to make the 
trip in about 24 hours. The raft 
is equipped with a 12-foot mast, 
an emergency outboard motor 
and a small tent “to keep the 
beer cool.”

Training, Morale Keep 
Officers Occupied — 
Most of Combat Vet- 
erans Have Left. 


By ROBERT SCHAKNE 


SEOUL, July 19 (INS)—The 
hot war ended in Korea a year 
ago, but America’s strongest 
fighting force still mans a de- 
fense line on a now-silent front 
across the peninsula. It is still 
a top-notch army although most 
of the combat veterans have 
gone home. 

In view of its commander, 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, the 
Eighth Army is more able to 
resist Communism today than it 
was a year ago. 

However, with the combat- 


tested soldiers mostly gone 
through rotation, which frees a 
man from Korea duty after a 
maximum 16-month tour, the 
Eighth Army is a green and un- 
tried one, 

The precise number of com- 
bat veterans remaining with the 
Eighth Army is estimated at 20 
to 40 per cent. By autumn vir- 
tually all of these will be gone. 

Preparing For Combat. 

Until July 27 a year ago, the 
Eighth Army's mission was one 
of combat against the Commu- 
nist army. Today it is one of 
preparing for combat that may 
or may not come, and making 
sure the troéps are properly 
trained and in the proper frame 
of mind to fight if they have to. 

It boils down pretty much to 
a question of morale and 
training. 

The problems and activities 
of the Eighth Army today are 
ones created by the events of 
the last year and the armistice 
that ended the fighting a year 
ago. 

The Eighth Army had a clear 
sense of mission when the war 
was on, fighting the Commu- 
nists. Now the Eighth Army’s 
problem is to imbue troops with 
the idea of the importance of 
their present mission, and pre- 
vent a repetition of the uncon- 
trollable demand in 1945 by all 
troops to go home immediately 
after the World War II fighting 
stopped. | 

The Eighth Army staff offi- 
cers feel that Gen. Taylor has 
done the job well and that the 
Eighth Army has met its armi- 
stice problem.

Graduating in 1949, John 
practiced law for just a few 
months before being recalled to 
two and a half years of active 
duty, but it was long enough to 
represent the wife of a gambler 
in a sensational divorce case 
that made him, along with his 
father, unpopular with Phenix 
City’s gambling fraternity. The 
case was interesting because 
John, for alimony purposes, 
showed that the man derived 
his income from a gambling op- 
eration grossing $1,000,000 a 
year. 

“And that was just one of 
the small outfits,” John says. 

Right now the gamblers are 
shut down and the town has 
been declared. off limits to its

North-South were not Using 
the Stayman Convention, nor 
were they using the simple non- 
jump takeout of a no-trump as 
a force, hence South's leap to 
three hearts was in itself only a 
game force. When, however, 
South properly jumped to five 
hearts on the next round, he 
clarified his hopes and inten- 
tions, and now North could con- 
tract for the slam on solid 
grounds. 

West opened the 10 of clubs. 
The ace was put up and de- 
clarer led a trump to the ace, 
getting the bad news when East 
dfscarded a club. Now, with a 
sure trump loser, there was only 
one hope for South—and an ex- 
ceedingly slim hope at that. 

Declarer led to the trump 
queen and ruffed a club, cashed 
the trump king, then led a dia- 
mond to the board and ruffed 
another club. He cashed the 
queen and king of diamonds, 
then threw West in with the 
last trump. 

West, reduced to spades, now. 
led a low card of that suit—and 
South’s wild hope came to pass.
